Added to the resolution declaring 
Mr. Newberry entitled to his seat and 
denying the claim of Henry Ford, the 
defeated Democratic contestant In the 
1918 election, that because of cam 
palgn expenditures Mr. Newberry wus 
not entitled to sit in the senate, was 
a statem ent of public policy by which 
the senate "severely condemned and 
disapproved," the use of the exces 
sive sums in behalf of any candidate 
Mr. Newberry himself on the floor 
only once during the long battle and 
then to speak In his own defense last 
Monday telephoned his supporters at 
the capitol tonight after the result 
was determined th a t he regarded the 
result as a "com pile vindication.’* 
"My heart Is filled with thankful­ 
ness." he said, "the three years and

His announcem ent definitely answer 
ed statem ents made during the closing 
hours of debate that Mr. Newberry did

CHAMPAGNE DRUG IN 
THE PARIS MARKET 


By WILFRID FLEISHER 
(United Press Staff C o rre sp o n d en t.) 
Paris. Jan. 13. 
The wine growers 
of the Marne find themselves face to 
face with an unparalleled situation— 
hundreds and thousands of bottles of 
champagne stocked in their cellars 
and no market for it. 
The fault lies 
chiefly with the Parisian clients of the 
night cafes, who have forsaken the 
costly habit of ordering champagne 
as the prelude to a happy evening. 
Ordinary wine may not a<|d the 
same exhumation to a Montniarte par­ 
ty as a bottle of champagne, hut is far 
more within the reach of the custo­ 
mary client at a time when cham­ 
pagne retails at anywhere from 60 to 
IOO francs a bottle, according to the 
brand and the locality in which it is 
consumed. 
An inferior brand of so-called cham­ 
pagne may be had at from 30 to 40 
francs a bottle, but there is almost no 
market for this, it being noticed that 
the client who will spend his amount 
prefers to have the real thing. 
The export of champagne has al­ 
most ceased owing to prohibition in 
the United States and the prohibitive 
import tariff levied in England and 
Germany, so that th e wine growers 
are faced with the lamentable pros­ 
pect of having to consume their own 
product if they are to prevent the 
accumulation in their cellars.

This native told me an ex­ 
tended search for the treasure had 
been made by the Spanish government 
22 years ago.” 
The settlers were killed by the In­ 
dians after the treasure had been hid­ 
den. according to Fenninger. A party 
of native Arkansas is supposed to 
have unearthed the tunnel, to J he 
cache IO years ago. but abandoned the 
search after one of the*members was 
killed bv a landslide.
